Robert S. Denny, associate secretary of 
the Alliance, had the diamond appraised, 
and sold it for $550.

World-Wide Evangelism 
Emphasis Slated in °64: 


The Baptist World Alliance will pro- 
mote a world-wide emphasis on evan- 
gelism in 1964. 


Dr. Josef Nordenhaug, general sec- 
retary of the Alliance, said that all the 
world’s 24-million Baptists in more than 
100 countries will be urged to partici- 
pate. 


Plans for the 1964 program were dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Baptist World 
Alliance administrative committee in 
Washington, Oct. 17, and the BWA 
Commission on Evangelism and Missions 
was assigned responsibility for its pro- 
motion and implementation. 


Dr. Frank H. Woyke of Forest Park, 
Ill., is chairman of the Commission on 
Evangelism and Missions, and Dr. J. D. 
Grey of New Orleans, La., is co-chair- 


man. 


The world-wide emphasis is timed to 
coincide with the climax of a five-year 


Baptist Jubilee Advance now underway 
in United States and Canadian churches. 
The date, 1964, is the 150th Anniver- 
sary of the founding of the first national 
organization of Baptists in North Amer- 
ica—an organization designed to sponsor 
the mission activity of the first American 
Baptist missionaries to Burma. 


Dr. V. Carney Hargroves of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., alliance vice-president, pre- 
sided over the administrative committee 
sessions. In other actions the committee 
set July 15-21, 1963, as the date for the 
Sixth Baptist Youth World Conference 
in Beirut, Lebanon, and approved varied 
relief and resettlement projects proposed 
by its sub-committee on world relief. 


Alliance President John Soren, of Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil, and Secretary Norden- 
haug were asked to initiate program out- 
lines for the 11th Baptist World Congress 
which will meet in Miami Beach, Fla., 
June 25-30, 1965. 





Beirut, Lebanon 


Date Set for 
Youth Conference 


Date for the Sixth Baptist Youth 
World Conference has been set for July 
15-21, 1963. Beirut, Lebanon was pre- 
viously announced as the site. 

The date was set by vote of the Baptist 
World Alliance administrative commit- 
tee on recommendation of Dr. Robert 
S. Denny, associate secretary and youth 
secretary of the alliance. 

An attendance of about 4,000 young 
people from 50 or more countries is 
expected for the meeting. Tours to 
Damascus, Jerusalem, Bethlehem and 
other well-known Bible places are being 
arranged for conference delegates. 


RELIEF OPPORTUNITIES ARE WIDELY VARIED 


Vitamins, medicines, men’s suits and 
shoes got into the report of the Relief 
Committee of the Baptist World Alliance 
to the alliance Administrative Commit- 
tee. 

Dr. R. Dean Goodwin of New York, 
committee chairman, said that the vita- 
mins and medicines are for sick people 
in scattered parts of the world who 
cannot get these supplies locally. This 
includes the seriously sick wife of a Bap- 
tist minister in Eastern Europe. 

The suits and shoes are for pastors 
whose witness for Christ is in a nation 
officially unfriendly to both the minister 
and his religion. 
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Rev. Adolph Klaupiks, relief coordi- 
nator, reported that it is still possible, 
despite political barriers and tariff re- 
strictions, to send help to Baptist people 
in areas of acute need. 

Attention was given also to plans for 
resettling refugees from Cuba, Europe 
and China, and for providing food and 
shelter for refugees from Angola. 

Surveying the world-wide need—which 
the Alliance Executive Committee had 
agreed last summer “appears to be per- 
manent rather than temporary’’—the 
committee decided to ask member Baptist 
conventions and conferences for $10,000 
for the remaining months of 1961 and 


for $40,000 for 1962. 

Relief channels of the alliance, said 
Dr. Theodore F. Adams of Richmond, 
Va., provide opportunity for even the 
smallest group of Baptists in remote parts 
of the world to share in a world-wide 
program. And it further affords oppor- 
tunity for the larger groups to show their 
Christian concern for peoples in need 
in lands even beyond their own mission 
areas.

A CHURCH IS OPENED 


Polish Baptists Enter Their 
Building in Heart of Warsaw

“THIS SITE OF BONES’ —thus was described the site on which the new Baptist 


church in Warsaw, Poland, has been built. 


In the dark years of the Occupation in 


the last world war, there occurred on this site a wholesale massacre of Polish men, 


women and children. 

The memory of this day would live 
in the mind of one of the Polish speak- 
ers at the opening celebrations of the 
new church, for it was on this very 
site that he waited in the next batch 
of civilian prisoners for execution. He 
testified to the miracle by which he es- 
caped and the overpowering sense of 
joy as he shared in this great occasion 
on the very scene of the former tragedy. 

The new Baptist church and seminary 
were opened on Saturday, September 9, 
with services continuing over Sunday 
and Monday. It was an international 
occasion, combining a feast of preaching 
and a festival of song in both quality 
and extent. The commendation due 
Polish Baptists in this courageous project 
was aptly expressed in the widely repre- 
sentative company which took part in the 
services. 

When, three years ago, Polish govern- 
ment authorities had offered Baptists a 
site for the building of a church in a

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strategic part of Warsaw, there was 
doubt whether the opportunity could be 
accepted. Polish Baptists number 2,536, 
and only 140 of these are members of the 
Warsaw church. The location of their 
lot required buildings of expensive size 
and construction standards. 


A Victory of Faith 

The story of the years of building is 
one of faith, courage, patience, prayer 
and sacrifice on the part of the leaders 
and members of the Polish Baptist Un- 
ion. It is also a practical demonstra- 
tion of fellowship on behalf of Baptists 
throughout the world, for apart from 
the gifts from the Baptist unions in Eu- 
rope and America this enterprise could 
not have been finished. 

The building, of modern design, is 
an architectural asset to post-war War- 
saw. Back of the chapel, which seats 
400-500, are Baptist Union offices, semi- 
nary quarters, and apartments for Bap- 
tist leaders. 


700 Attend First Service 

The opening service began at 5 o'clock 
on the spacious forecourt in front of 
the church,. conducted by Rev. Alexander 


Kircun, the pastor. After the reading 
of scripture and prayer the doors were 
opened and the eager, excited crowd were 
led into the new sanctuary. The service, 
which lasted three-and-a-half hours, was 
attended by about 700 people—300 of 
whom had to stand. 

After an opening address by Pastor 
Kircun four foreign guests were invited 
to preach: Dr. Erik Ruden, representing 
the Baptist World Alliance; Dr. Gordon 
Lahrson, the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society; Dr. J. D. Hughey, the 
Southern Baptist Convention, and Rev. 
Ronald Goulding, the European Baptist 
Federation. Dr. Ruden in the opening 
address spoke from the words ‘God 
first’’ and set the theme that was to 
lead the whole celebration. 

Representatives from nine different 
Christian denominations working in Po- 
land also brought greetings and mes- 
sages. The united choir of the Polish 
Baptist churches sang a number of spe- 
cially prepared anthems. This choir, in- 
cidentally, presented 25 pieces through- 
out the weekend, all of them sung a 
capella. 


Three Sunday Services 

The first service on the Sunday morn- 
ing began at 8 o'clock and was opened 
with a sermon by Mr. Goulding. Then 
followed the baptising of 26 candidates. 
The impressions of this are deep and 
lasting. The baptistry is large and the 
church so designed that the candidates 
can stand grouped on either side of the 
pool. Rev. Jan Mackiewicz, a vice-pres- 
ident of the Polish Baptist Union. 


Pastor Kircun in baptistry 
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preached next, and when he finished, the 
candidates came into the church for 
prayer and “the laying on of hands upon 
the baptised.” Mr. Kircun, assisted by 
six other Polish ministers, then led in 
observance of the Lord’s Supper. 

At 11 a.m. the morning service was 
conducted by the minister before a full 
church. This was a preaching service at 
which foreign representatives had been 
invited to speak. There were seven 
speakers including Dr. Glen Garfield 
Williams, World Council of Churches; 
Dr. Lahrson; Rev. Eric Strutz, Swedish 
Baptist Union; Dr. Johannes Norgaard, 
Danish Baptist Union; and Rev. J. 
Hiersche, East Berlin. The service con- 
cluded with the choir singing the ‘‘Halle- 
lujah Chorus.” 

An evangelistic service began at 5 
o'clock and it seemed that the majority 
had stayed on to complete a long day in 
the new church. The preachers at this 
service were Dr. Ruden, Dr. Rudolf 
Thaut, secretary of the Baptist Union in 
West Germany, and Rev. N. Petre Popa, 
secretary of the Rumanian Baptist Union. 

No one impression can summarize 
this remarkable day. The sense of 
achievement, the continued expressions 
of praise and thanksgiving to God, the 
warmth of the fellowship, the anticipa- 
tion for the future . . . these are abid- 
ing impressions. It was surprising to 
realize that those who had attended 
throughout the day had spent between 
eight and nine hours in the church. 
Some services of one hour I have at- 
tended seemed very much longer. 

On Monday morning, Baptists leaders 
and their guests were courteously re- 
ceived by the government office of reli- 
gious affairs. That afternoon the mayor 
of Warsaw welcomed the same group 
for coffee and friendly conversation.

Soviet State Takes Over Riga Church

THIS CHURCH BUILDING is no longer a place of worship or a center for preaching 
the Gospel of Christ. 


Agenskalina Baptist Church in Riga, Latvia was one of the best and most modern 
Baptist buildings in the Baltic area. The corner stone was laid in 1914 and the 
building was completed without any outside assistance in 1918-1920. It served as a 
place of worship for more than 40 years. 


With the incorporation of Latvia into the Soviet Union this church, as were all 
others, was ‘“‘nationalized’”. The congregation was given permission to “use” the 
building. Since last September the Soviet authorities ruled that they needed this build- 


ing and the permission was revoked. 


Only three Baptist churches out of eight in Riga remain open as places of worship. 
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WITH BUDDHISM AS STATE RELIGION— 


Burma Passes Religious Liberty Amendment 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT establishing Buddhism as the State 
religion of the Union of Burma was coupled with another amendment which grants 
other religions the right to exercise their faiths and to teach them. 


Mrs. Louise Paw, acting general sec- 
retary of the Burma Baptist Convention 
and a vice-president of the Baptist World 
Alliance, wrote to BWA _ headquarters 
offices in Washington of the religious 
freedom amendment and said that the 
double arrangement “‘has left us non- 
Buddhists very much on the status quo.” 

She explained however that “the psy- 
chological effect of Buddhism being the 
State religion is hard to gauge now. 
According to the letter of the law we 
have the protection and the right to 
freely practice our faiths.” 

“The Burman on the whole is a very 
tolerant person,” she continued, “and 
it is our hope that we will continue 
to be blest with such statesmanship as 
we have had at this very crucial period.” 

The establishment of Buddhism as 
the State religion is the Third Amend- 
ment to the Burma constitution. It pro- 
vides for the promotion, honor and pro- 
tection of the Buddhist religion. A 
promotion bill adopted at the same time 
had given rise to much fear and anxiety 
from the adherents of other faiths, and 
the Fourth Amendment was passed to 
assure them of the continuance of free- 
dom. 

Mrs. Paw explained that even the 
Buddhists appeared to be happier after 
the Fourth Amendment was passed. 
Many Buddhists, she says, were against 
making Buddhism the State religion. 

“Steps to promote the State religion 
do not put non-Buddhists to any hard- 
ship,” she explained. The law pro- 
vides that Buddhist scriptures will be 
preserved, edifices enshrining Buddha’s 
relics will be rehabilitated, Buddhism 
will be taught in all State schools (but 
non-Buddhist children need not attend 
such classes if their parents object in 
writing), and Buddhism will become one 
of the optional subjects in the Univer- 
sity. Christian faiths will remain free 
to teach the Bible in their mission 
schools. 

It is still possible for non-Buddhists 
to be elected to office, Mrs. Paw wrote, 





but a Christian would find it difficult 
to hold office as head of state, for in- 
stance, in that many official duties in- 
volve the observance of Buddhistic prac- 
tices. 

Baptist World Alliance officials re- 
called that the Fourth Amendment is in 
keeping with the spirit of a conversation 
between Burma Prime Minister U Nu 
and Dr. Theodore F. Adams of Rich- 
mond, Va., when Dr. Adams _ toured

Asia in 1956 as president of the Alli- 
ance. Dr. Adams had asked the Prime 
Minister to preserve “the same freedom 
and liberty for all faiths in the future 
as has been the case in Burma in recent 
years.” U Nu replied, “As long as my 
party and I are in power I can assure 
you that will be the case.”’ 


Dr. Adams Writes Prime Minister U Nu 


Dr. Theodore F. Adams, past presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance, 
wrote Prime Minister U Nu of Burma 
on September 19 as follows: 


Your Excellency: 


The recent declaration of Buddhism as 
the state religion of Burma has recalled 
to my mind my conversation with you 
in the summer of 1956. At that time our 
mutual friend, David Hla, arranged an 
interview and you were very gracious to 
give considerable time to me and to my 
associate, Mr. Robert Denny, from the 
office of the Baptist World Alliance in 
Washington. At that time I was serv- 
ing as President of our fellowship of 
some 24,000,000 Baptists around the 
world. 

In the course of our conversation, I 
asked you about the future of religious 
liberty in Burma if Buddhism did be- 
come the state religion. As a devout 
Buddhist you stated that you understood 
just what I meant by religious liberty 
because you had visited our country and 
had been invited to speak about Buddh- 
ism. 

I remember you said, “Frankly, I spoke 
with the hope that I might convert 
some of your American Christians to 
Buddhism,” I replied, “Sir, just as 
frankly, we hope to convert some of 
your Burmese Buddhists to faith in 
Jesus Christ. All we ask is the same 


freedom and liberty for all faiths in the 
future as has been the case in Burma in 
recent years.” 

You replied, “As long as my party and 
I are in power I can assure you that 
will be the case.” 

I have told of our conversation as I 
have addressed Baptists in many parts of 
the world and have referred to religious 
freedom in Burma with approval and 
appreciation both for you and your great 
country. Baptists and members of other 
faiths have been deeply grateful for your 
assurance that religious freedom would 
continue for all faiths in Burma. 

Now that Buddhism is recognized as 
the state religion, I am writing on behalf 
of my fellow Baptists and other Chris- 
tians who share my concern to voice the 
hope that the full religious freedom for 
all faiths of which we spoke in 1956 
will continue to be the priceless pos- 
session of all believers in Burma, what- 
ever their faith or national origin may 
be. If you can give me some word of 
assurance on this point, I shall be happy 
to convey it through our Baptist Press to 
my fellow believers in many lands. 

With the assurance of my very best 
wishes for you in your leadership of your 
great country and with cordial good 
wishes for yourself, I am

SUNDAY SCHOOL RALLY IN YUGOSLAVIA 


By JoHN A. MOORE 


Children from six Baptist churches in 
the Slovak-speaking area of Yugoslavia 
converged on the town of Kisac early 
one Sunday morning. They arrived by 
train, in farm wagons or tractor trailers, 
and on foot. Some rode bicycles. 

About a hundred children, along with 
almost as many older persons who came 
as leaders or visitors, were gathering for 
the annual Sunday School Day, or Chil- 
dren’s Day in that district. Similar 
meetings took place in other sections of 
the country. 

The church building at Kisac proved 
too small to accommodate the crowd, 
and the flat board benches which serve 
as pews were moved out into the church 
yard. There the meeting continued de- 
spite light showers of rain in the morn- 
ing and a hot sun that afternoon. 

Each of the six Sunday schools rep- 
resented took approximately an hour to 
present its part of the program. There 
were recitations of scripture and reli- 
gious poetry, singing, and simple skits. 
One boy played hymns on his harmonica. 
Memory work predominated throughout 
the program. 


“The Sunday schools of today are our 
churches of tomorrow,” declared one of 
the leaders in an address. “That is why 
it is so mecessary to take whatever time 
and effort is needed for this enjoyable 
though serious and sometimes difficult 
work.”” He urged that all Sunday schools 
should be maintained at any cost, and 
schools established in those churches that 
do not have them. 


Approximately 50 of the 60 Baptist 
churches in Yugoslavia have Sunday 
schools. They report a total enrollment 
of 800, with 70 teachers. 


As in most European countries, Sun- 
day schools are generally for children 
up to 13 years of age. During the past 
five years several churches have intro- 
duced the graded school, with classes 
for all ages. There are about ten 
churches now that have groups for young 
people and adults as well as for chil- 
dren. 


“Members in those churches are en- 
thusiastic about this method of work,” 
says one Sunday school leader. ‘There 
is new spiritual vitality in those congre- 
gations which have Bible school classes 
for all ages.”

Literature Conference 

Further development of Christian liter- 
ature work in Africa was planned at the 
All Africa Conference on Christian 
Literature and Audio-Visual Communica- 
tion at the Mindolo Ecumenical Centre in 
Northern Rhodesia. 

Ninety delegates, representing 20 
countries and many denominations, at- 
tended the Conference which brought to- 
gether for the first time literature workers 
from all regions of Africa south of the 
Sahara. 

Rev. James Sutton writes in The Bap- 
tist Times that the main emphasis of 
literature work is likely to swing from 
the teaching of literacy to the provision of 
books for millions of new readers who 
will come from primary schools now 
being built. While efforts will be made 
to provide some part of the Bible and 
worship materials in many vernaculars, 
work will be concentrated on a full range 
of books in a few of the principal lan- 
guages. 

The conference appealed to the 
churches to aim at a Christian periodical 
in every Christian home. There is also 
to be a drive to find and train a greater 
number of African writers. 


CAMEROUN: 


Trouble Continues 


The trouble which began in Cameroun 
(formerly French) in January 1960 has 
continued. Six chapels and some schools 
have been destroyed. Of the 165 
churches in the district of Somo, 45 have 
been dispersed, some because of mis- 
treatment and some because it was not 
possible for the members to continue to 
cultivate the plantations. Most of the 
churches have been so impoverished that 
they are not able to pay their pastors. 
Many of the young people have sought 
to find employment and residence else-

where. There is no Baptist missionary 
in the Somo district at present. Accord- 
ing to reports from the European Baptist 
Missionary Society, the Christians have 
remained steadfast and preserved their 
faith. They ask that fervent prayer be 
made for our brethren in Africa. 


Bible Translation 

The work of missionaries in North 
Cameroun continues under the sponsor- 
ship of the European Baptist Missionary 
Society. From Maroua, Rudolf Kas- 
suhlke reports that during an official 
visit by the Premier-Minister to North 
Cameroun he had occasion to have a 
long conversation with the prior of the 
Roman Catholic Mission in Maroua. 

The prior expressed interest in the 
translation of the New Testament into 
the Ful language, a project being done 
by a commission of Protestants, and 
indicated that the Catholic mission was 
prepared to buy a quantity of the New 
Testament in a dual-language Ful-French 
edition. 

“We can be grateful that in this 
way the Word of the Bible is spread 
among the people,’ writes Kassuhlke in 
the German mission periodical Gottes 
Feld die Weite Welt. 


RUANDA-URUNDI: 


Great Baptismal Services 

Late reports reaching the Danish Bap- 
tist Urundi Africa Mission Committee 
bring news that people have been turn- 
ing to God in large numbers in this 
central African area. 

“It is not unusual to have great bap- 
tismal services,” the report said. ‘Dur- 
ing the summer months 55 were bap- 
tized at Rubura. Musema and Mbo are 
also reporting large baptismal services.” 

The report continues to say that many 
of the natives are greatly interested in 
the gospel but it is difficult for many 
of them to find a solid foundation for 
their faith “in these days of bewilder- 
ment, perplexities and unrest.” 





Asia 


Boddie in Far East 


Dr. Charles E. (Chuck) Boddie, asso- 
ciate secretary for public relations of the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Socie- 
ties, is visiting American Baptist work 
in Europe, South India, Bengal-Orissa, 
Assam, Burma, Thailand, Philippines, 
Hong Kong, Japan and Okinawa. 

Young people who attended the Bap- 
tist Youth World Conference in Toronto 
in 1958 will remember Boddie as one 
of the directors of music at that meet- 
ing. His itinerary for his current round- 
the-world trip includes direction of the 
entire musical background of the 125th 
anniversary celebration of Baptist work 
in North East India. 

JAPAN: 
TV Missions Planned 

The Japan Baptist Convention, in an- 
nual session at Amagi Sanso, the Bap- 
tist Assembly on Izu Peninsula, took 
steps to extend its evangelistic outreach 
at home and abroad, increased its mem- 
bership, and heard reports of the year's 
work. 

The missions-minded Convention 
charged its evangelism division (1) to 
explore possibilities of cooperating with 
Southern Baptists in sponsoring a tele- 
vision program for Japan at the earliest 
feasible date and (2) to begin “bold 
new steps’ toward establishing mission 
work in Brazil within the near future. 
Japanese Baptists already have mission- 
aries in Okinawa. 

Five newly organized churches were 
received into full fellowship, bringing 
the number in the Convention to 80, of 
which 64 are self-supporting. The 
churches reported 1,054 baptisms for 
the year, raising total membership in this 
branch of Japanese Baptist life to 13,306. 
Sunday school enrollment increased by 
ten per cent. 

Rev. Toshio Miyoshi was elected pres- 
ident to succeed Rev. Kiyoki Yuya in 
January, 1962. Other officers are Rev. 
Buntaro Kimura, vice-president; Rev. 
Shuichi Matsumura, chairman of the 
evangelism .board; Rev. Motooh Yokote, 
head of the education and service divi- 
sion; and Dr. Shiro Hirano, a layman, 
chairman of the division of institutions. 
Rev. Shinji Hikasa was re-elected execu- 
tive secretary. 
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PHILIPPINES: 


Evangelistic Medical Men 

Twice a month a traveling medical- 
evangelistic team from the Emmanuel 
Hospital at Roxas City visits the people 
that are too poor to pay for medicine 
and care in the hills of Capiz and Aklan. 

Dr. Frank F. Curry, an American Bap- 
tist medical missionary in the Philippines 
said the team includes a doctor, grad- 
uate nurse, two student nurses, an evan- 
gelist and driver. 

Three locations, chosen on the basis 
of medical need and evangelistic oppor- 
tunities, are visited on each trip. The 
clinic stays for three days at a time. 
These areas are not reached by the gov- 
ernment rural health units. The team 
travels by jeep and trailer. 

Patients receive the medicine free of 
charge, but those who can afford to pay 
are charged seven cents for an exam- 
ination. 

The doctor is able to examine and 
prescribe medicine for 40 to 50 patients 
each day. Some minor treatments also 
are carried out. Following a short wor- 
ship service, the evangelist is busy in 
personal witnessing, visitation, and dis- 
tributing and explaining tracts. 


Europe 


Federation Committee Meets 


Dr. Erik Ruden, associate secretary of 
the Baptist World Alliance told the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of European Baptist 
Federation, meeting in Brussels, that 
“one of our great tasks is to help unite 
and re-unite Baptist groups in Europe.” 


Rev. Ronald Goulding of England, 


president of the Federation, presided 


over the meeting. Nine countries were 
represented but no representatives came 
from eastern Europe. 

Dr. Ruden expressed the hope that 
closer contact may be maintained with 
brethren in eastern Europe and suggested 
that a regional Baptist conference be 
held in an eastern European country in 
1963. 

Plans for the next quadrennial meeting 
of the European Baptist Federation Con- 
ference to be held in Amsterdam on 
August 12-16, 1964, were announced by 
Rev. Tije Jansma.

Nine Baptist unions 
in Europe cooperate in this society which 
began its work in 1953. Baptists in 
five countries already had their own na- 
tional mission societies at the time the 
European Missionary Society was or- 
ganized. 

Twenty-three unions in 21 countries, 
with a total membership of 1,200,000, 
cooperates in the European Baptist Fed- 
eration. 


BELGIUM: 
Fraternal Workers 


Rev. and Mrs. Hans Fernlund, for- 
merly missionaries in the Congo under 
the Swedish Baptist Missionary Society, 
are now serving as fraternal workers in 
Belgium under direction of the European 
Baptist Federation. Mr. Fernlund is in- 
terim pastor of the Baptist church in 
Brussels. 

Total membership of Baptist churches 
in Belgium is approximately 250. There 
are four pastors in addition to the fra- 
ternal worker from Sweden. The larg- 
est of the Belgium churches, with 66 
members, is Polish-speaking and con- 
sists of Polish immigrants and their de- 
scendents in the city of Liege. 


GERMANY: 
18 New Publications 


Seven new books, nine pamphlets, and 
two hymnals have been published this 


fall by Oncken Verlag, of which Eber- 
hard Schroder is director. 


One of the new titles is “Die Kirche 
lebt”’, a 320-page popular history of 
the Christian church by Gunther S. 
Wegener. Mr. Wegener’s earlier book 
on the origins of the Bible and its use 
through the centuries, “6000 Jahre und 
ein Buch’, has sold 42,000 copies since 
its publication by Oncken Verlag in 
1958. It has been translated into eleven 
languages. 


Two other new books are ‘Telefon- 
seelsorge’, an account of telephone 
evangelism and spiritual counseling by 
Erich Stange, and “Manner der Ein- 
heit’’, a biographical history of the ecu- 
menical movement by Stephen Neill, 
translated from English. 


Oncken Verlag, which is an agency 
of the “Evangelisch-Freikirchliche Ge- 
meinden in Deutschland’’ (German 
Baptists and two smaller groups), pub- 
lishes twelve periodicals with a combined 
circulation of 253,000. Die Gemeinde, 
official organ of the denomination, goes 
into more than 20,000 homes. Frieden- 
shote, an evangelistic paper in its 94th 
year of publication and edited by Helmut 
Pohl, appears fortnightly in editions of 
170,000. 

Oncken Verlag has 195 books in print. 
Perennial favorites are Spurgeon’s devo- 
tional book ‘“Kleinode gottlicher Ver- 
heissungen” (‘Checkbook on the Bank of 
Faith’’) and the “tear out’ calendar with 
a devotional passage for each day of the 
year. Herbert Gezork’s book on his 
world tour “So sah ich die Welt’, has 
sold over 80,000 copies. 

Oncken Verlag, which began in Ham- 
burg as a private venture of the pioneer 
German Baptist Johann Gerhard Oncken 
in 1828, was transferred to the Baptist 
Union of Germany in 1870 and moved 
to Kassel at the end of the century. Its 
spacious building was destroyed by 
bombing in 1943 when twelve to 120 
employees were killed. 

With some help from Baptists in 
America a smaller but suitable building 
was provided after the war. 


GREAT BRITAIN: 
Great Ejectment Celebrations 


A committee representing the free 
churches in Wales has been appointed 
to make arrangements for the tercen- 
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tenary celebrations next year of the Great 
Ejectment of 1662. 

The Great Ejectment, which finally 
disqualified Noncomformist ministers 
from service in the national church, 
marks the beginning of free church his- 
tory in Wales. 

Rev. William Davies, Baptist Union 
superintendent in South Wales, has been 
named committee chairman. Rev. Frank 
Lee, Baptist pastor in Swansea, is sec- 
retary. 

National meetings in connection with 
the celebrations have been arranged for 
1962 in Cardiff and Swansea, and re- 
gional meetings in five other cities and 
towns. 

Baptists in Wales are supporting the 
project for a new translation of the Bible 
into Welsh. Other cooperating groups 
include The Church in Wales, and Con- 
gregational Union of Wales, the Pres- 
byterian Church of Wales, and the 
Welsh Methodist Church. 

The first translation of the Bible into 
Welsh was published in 1588. A revi- 
sion which appeared in 1620 is still in 
general use. 


SPAIN: 
Chain Reaction 


Third Baptist Church of Madrid 
opened its new meeting place on July 2 
with an inaugural sermon by Dr. H. Leo 
Eddleman, president of the New Orleans 
Baptist Seminary, USA. Though the 
church itself has a membership of only 
89, 200 people attended this opening 
session. 

Among those in attendance were an 
American military couple and their two 
Spanish women guests. Both women 
were so impressed with what they heard 
they asked Rev. and Mrs. Charles Whit- 
ten to come to their town, Alcala de los 
Henares, the following week. By the 
time the Whittens arrived the women had 
interested several other relatives and 
friends in the possibility of opening work 
in their town soon. The town is the 
birthplace of Cervantes, author of Don 
Ouixote. 


SWITZERLAND: 
13 Countries Represented 


Thirteen countries are represented in 
the student body of the Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary at Ruschiikon this fall. 
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Germany, with six students has the larg- 
est group. Other countries from which 
students come are Canada, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Holland, Italy, Norway, 
Portugal, Southern Rhodesia, Sweden, 
Switzerland and USA. Three additional 
students, all from Poland, were expected 
to arrive within a few days after this 
report was posted. The Seminary is now 
in its thirteenth session. Dr. J. D. 
Hughey, Jr., is president. 


Latin America 


MEXICO: 
Baptists On Television 


Mexican Baptists have launched a 
weekly half-hour telecast over a Mexico 
City station. The program will be seen 
each Sunday at 9:00 p.m. 

“This is a great victory for Baptists 
in Mexico,” Missionary Ervin E. Hasty 
said. “It means that for the first time 
in their lives thousands of people will 
hear the gospel of Christ as Baptists 
know it.” 


CUBA: 
Uncertain Future 


The future of Baptist work in Cuba 
remains in doubt. Though Dr. Loyd 
Corder of the Southern Baptist Home 
Mission Board reports that on a recent 
visit he found “the doors of opportunity 
in Cuba are wide open and at the same 
time nearer.to being closed than ever 
before.” 

Dr. Corder said that the response of 
the people to the Gospel is greater, 
probably because they are more aware 
of the threat of atheism. At the same 
time there are rumors the government 
plans to establish a national church. 


The Southern Baptist board continues 
to support six missionaries and 150 na- 
tional workers in four western provinces 
of Cuba. Work in eastern Cuba is car- 
ried on by the American Baptist Home 
Mission Societies. 

Baptist Press reports that Mrs. Her- 
bert Caudill, one of the Southern Bap- 
tist missionaries, recently attended the 
wedding of Premier Fidel Castro’s sis- 
ter, Agustina, in one of the Cuban 
Baptist churches. She was able at the 
wedding to talk with Raul Castro, broth- 
er of the Premier. 


Raul Castro asked her if Baptist work 
had been hindered in any way. She re- 
plied that it had not. Mr. Castro then 
said, “you will not be bothered unless 
you get mixed up in counter revolution.” 


Middle East 


GREECE: 
Baptist Wins Court Case 


In what Religious News Service 
termed ‘‘an historic decision’ a three- 
judge Criminal Court at Chalkis ruled 
unanimously that protestant clergymen 
in this predominantly Orthodox country 
have the legal right to use the title of 
“Reverend.” 

The decision came as a victory for a 
Baptist minister, Rev. Spiros Zodhiates 
of New York, who had been convicted 
three years ago for printing “Reverend” 
before his name in gospel articles ap- 
pearing in Greek publications as paid 
advertisements. The most recent de- 
cision came as an appeals ruling to the 
decision of the lower court. 


LEBANON: 
New Church in Beirut 
English-speaking Baptists in Beirut 
have moved to their own quarters near 
American University after having met 
formerly in the facilities of an Arabic- 
speaking group, the Ras Beirut Baptist 
Church. Their “church building” is a 
rented apartment, and members used 
packing crate lumber to build the pulpit 
and a rough platform. A borrowed 
pump organ was used to furnish music. 
The English-speaking work is directed 
by Missionary J. William Trimble, a 
Southern Baptist (USA). Prospective 
charter members for the new church 
include teachers and students in the 
American University, and government 
and business workers. Advertising in 
the Beirut papers resulted in an attend- 
ance of 31 at the Sunday morning serv- 
ice and 40 at the evening service on the 
first day in their new location. 





A TOTAL of 1,016 decision for 
Christ were reported in recent state-wide 
revivals in the Hawaii Baptist Conven- 
tion. This included 521 professions of 
faith and 16 decisions for church-related 
vocations. 
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Southwest Pacific 


AUSTRALIA: 
Parochial Aid Opposed 


The Baptist Union of New South 
Wales, meeting in Sydney, has joined 
with other protestant groups to protest 
the Australian government's decision to 
aid parochial primary schools in the fed- 
eral capital of Canberra through low- 
interest construction loans. The Baptists 
declared their “unrelenting opposition” 
to government aid to church-supported 
or private schools, and sought to in- 
form major political parties of their 
stand. 


The Baptist group also, according to 
Religious News Service, decided to press 
for more religious instruction in the state 
secondary schools. It was pointed out 
that although the law provides for re- 
ligious instruction by visiting clergymen 
and by the regular teaching staff, teach- 
ers are not giving such instruction at 
present. 


North America 


USA: 


BJA Names Chairman 


Dr. Joseph H. Jackson of Chicago, 
president of the National Baptist Con- 
vention, USA, Inc., has been named 1962 
chairman of the Baptist Jubilee Advance. 
He is a vice-president of the Baptist 
World Alliance. Dr. Jerry A. Moore, 
a member of the BWA Executive Com- 
mittee, has been named assistant chair- 
man for the year. 





The Baptist Jubilee Advance is a co- 
operative evangelistic emphasis being 
carried on by seven Baptist bodies in 
North America to mark in 1964 the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of the first 
National Baptist work in North America. 
This 1814 convention was founded to 
provide financial support for Adoniram 
Judson, missionary to India. 


The American Baptist Convention, 
Southern Baptist Convention, and _per- 
haps other groups also are planning 
simultaneous meetings in Atlantic City 
in May 1964. “For Liberty and Light” 
has been chosen as theme for a joint 
meeting May 22-24, 1964. 
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Baptists Serve Peace Corps 


Three Baptists have recently been 
named to leadership responsibility in the 
Peace Corps, a new agency of the USA 
Government designed to aid in education 
and development in other countries 
around the world. 

Dr. Paul F. Geren, a former American 
Baptist Convention missionary has been 
named deputy director of the Corps. 
William Moyers, a youthful Baptist min- 
ister, is associate director. Dr. R. Fred 
Chambers, professor of missions at Cen- 
tral Baptist Theological Seminary, has 
been named Chief of Party of a West 
Pakistan project. 

The Peace Corps’ purpose is to send 
trained American volunteers to various 
countries to teach and to give technical 
assistance to the development of the 
countries they visit. 


Russian Songbook Published 


New Gospel Songs, a volume of music 
in the Russian language has been pub- 
lished by the First Russian Baptist 
Church, 429 East 77th Street, New York 
21, N.Y. Rev. Daniel Jasko, pastor of 
the church, led in translation of the 
songs from German, English and other 
languages and the preparation of the 
copy for publication. A total of 218 
songs are included. 

The New York church paid for print- 
ing and book binding, no small expense, 
and hopes to regain their investment by 
sale of the 1500 copies. These books 
are priced at $5 in the USA and Canada 
and $4 in other countries. Anyone 
wanting to buy copies may write to Mr. 
Jasko at the church’s address.

In a Changing India

Dr. Stanley Jones, who spent Easter 
1960 in India, said, “When I first came 
to India years ago, everything seemed 
paralyzed, but now everything is pulsat- 
ing with life.’ This is so. A few months 
ago there appeared in the papers 9 gov- 
ernment notice saying that registers were 
no longer to record a person’s caste. A 
man is a man. The trouble is, too many 
projects are going on at the same time. 
Curb the population! Grow enough 
food! Wipe out ignorance! Erase the 
terrible differences between rich and 
poor! Lift up character! Everything 
is to be done, and done at once. 

Last February I attended an inspir- 
ing gathering in Kakinada. For the 
first time in our history, Baptist women 
from various parts of India, Ceylon and 
East Pakistan met in our Seminary for 
a few days of fellowship. 

As the Indian churches develop, many 
new features are likely to emerge. Serv- 
ices in the Madalapalem Church last 
Easter morning lasted three hours. Every- 
one had a wonderful time. Later I heard 
that the Andhra Baptist Church had a 
procession commencing at 4:30 a.m.! 

When I first came to India and at- 
tended Sunday services, the usual order 
of worship ran along Western lines. But 
sometime later, a group of young men 
trouped into church one Sunday carry- 
ing drums, cymbals and tambourines, and 
settled themselves on the floor. This 
was somewhat new—and what followed 
was a complete revelation. The congre- 
gation was not on its own artistic ground; 
this was fheir music and their traditional 





‘ mode of singing. ‘Bhajana’” is group 


singing in unison, with such instruments 
as those mentioned above. What I had 
heard previously had just touched the 
surface—this came from the depths. 
Especially noticeable was the joy in 
the boys and young men. The rhythm 
had caught them so that with heart, 
mind and body they were singing to the 
Lord. One youngster was the picture of 
perfect bliss, with his eyes closed and 
his small brown body swaying with the 
insistent drumming. He was lost in the 
wonder of the moment. I saw into the 
future for a minute. Indians have many 
gifts of heart, hand and mind, which 
shall be used increasingly in the future.

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A Look At Latin America: 
Part One of Chairman's Report

On a June day I left my home airport in Canada to begin a journey that would 
be informative, meaningful and blessed by contact with fellow-workers in our Lord’s 


cause in fourteen countries of Central and South America. 


This report can only 


touch the fringes of the experiences and emotions the journey aroused in me. But 


it may give a fleeting, panoramic glimpse 
of our Baptist cause in Latin America. 

My first stop was at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, a beautiful island city that is 
rapidly becoming a favorite resort area. 
I was met by Miss Lydia Huber and Mrs. 
Paquita Villariny (treasurer of the 
Puerto Rican Baptist Women’s Conven- 
tion). A brief stop in the hotel room 
found a gracious letter of welcome from 
Mrs. R. Brugeras (secretary of that con- 
vention), flowers, fruit, and printed 
“Bienvenido” cards. 

Then it was on to Barranquitas, a 
two-hour drive from the capital city up 
into the mountains. Breathtaking views 
opened up at many turns in the road. 
At the Barranquitas Academy (soon to 
be closed) young people were gathered 
in a retreat. I felt my journey was be- 
ginning auspiciously, with this glimpse 
into the future of our Baptist work, as 
these young people planned for Chris- 
tian outreach, faith, witness and citizen- 
ship (the four BYF program areas). 

A swift drive back to San Juan 
through the magic of twilight brought 
me to the hotel, and Mrs. Olivia de Lerin 
(see photo, right column). She was 
joining me for a tour of the countries 
in the northern area of Latin America, a 
group of which she is the leader. 

On the next day, we both spoke at a 
luncheon attended by leaders of seven 
societies, plus five interdenominational 
representatives. Most of the women 
understood English, so I did not need 
an interpreter. It was the last time I 
spoke directly to a group until my re- 
turn to Canada. Mrs. de Lerin spoke in 
Spanish. 

She invited the women to become the 
eastern anchor group of our Central 
American area. We were impressed by 
the number of capable women; by their 
grasp of program and purpose of our 
shared work, and by their devotion to 
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Miss Huber who has served so selflessly 
on the island. 

Our original plan was to go on to 
Cuba, but circumstances beyond our con- 
trol prevented us. Nevertheless the 
thought of Mrs. Umbelina de Landera
